With respect to the "SUMMARY OF THE CLAIMED SUBJECT MATTER", 
appellant essentially includes most of the detailed description of examplary 
embodiments of the invention. Such inclusion does not meet the requirement of 
section 4(a) above. 

To meet the requirement for section 4(a), appellant needs to provide a mapping 
of the claimed subject matter to the disclosure - by page and line number 
disclosure, and to drawings by reference character to concisely explain the subject 
matter defined in the claims. Note that "to concisely explain the subject matter 
defined in the claims" means "to explain briefly the subject matter defined in the 
claims". To explain a ten-line claim with nine pages of disclosure (page 3-page 1 1 ) 
cannot be considered as "to concisely explain the subject matter defined in the 
claim". 

Per 37 CFR 41.37(d), if appellant does not file an amended brief within the set 
time period, or files an amended brief that does not overcome the reasons for non- 
compliance stated in the notification, the appeal will stand dismissed. 
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
